worker 3 minutes of work; a Russian 
7 5 minutes. 


In the U.S. 8 per cent of the 
people liv e on the land and each 
farm worker produces enough food 
to feed him self and 26 others. In 
Russia, with 45 per cent of the 
people on the land, one farmer has 
a hard tim e feeding three or four 
others. 


This is the true significance of the 
American farm accomplishment. 
It m eans we can race Russia to 
the moon, without giv ing up lux uries 
or necessities. Yet the Russians hav e 
not been able to prov ide sufficient 
food, clothing or housing for their 
people. Fifty -fiv e per cent of their 
farm workers are women who work 
in the fields to produce food. 


In the U.S. we hav e an av erage 
80 per cent of ev ery dollar of the 
highest wages in the world to spend 
for other things besides food. Rus­ 
sia has only 45 cents of a smaller 
number of dollars to spend for other 
things. 
. 
No wonder Russian housing is tre­ 
mendously short by our standards. 
No wonder only one Russian family 
in IOO has an automobile. 
That’s 
why 
the 
American 
food 
story has v ast significance for the 
rest of the world. 
Food is cheaper than in the “ good 
old day s” when beef was 14 cents 
a pound and bread two loav es for a 
nickel. The real cost adds up like 
this: Granddad worked for $10 a 
week in 19 12, and spent $5 or 50 
per cent for food. His industrial 
worker grandson earns $100 and 
spends only $25 or 25 per cent for 
more and better food. 
For one hour of labor y our dad 
bought 1.2 pounds of round steak— 
and y ou buy 2.2 pounds. He bought 
7 .8 pints of milk and y ou can buy 
18 .4 pints. He bought 15 oranges, 
while y ou buy 36 oranges. 
“ But I spend m ore,” protests the 
homemaker. One answer to that is 
that $3 out of ev ery $20 spent in the 
supermarket where y ou hav e 6,000 
items to choose from goes for a wide

In 18 57 the church built 
a building and began to ho ld public 
meetings. This first church was o n 
the Rue de Berri, near the Champs 
Ely sees, in what is no w the building 
o f the New Yo rk Herald Tribune 
Euro pean editio n. In 1931 the church 
mo v ed acro ss the Seine to its present 
spacio us establishment o n the Quai 
d’Orsay . 
Altho ugh 
the appro x imately 
500 
seats o f the church are filled nearly 
ev ery Sunday fo r the interdeno mina­ 
tio nal Pro testant serv ice, the Rev . 
Mr. Sargent say s that actual mem­ 
bership is so mewhat less than 200. 
“ If y o u’v e been here three y ears, 
y o u're an o ld hand,” he adds. 
By this y ardstick, 
the minister 
himself is no t at all an o ld hand. 
He has been here fo ur mo nths. The 
43-y ear-o ld pasto r serv ed in three 


churches in the United States befo re 
co ming to Euro pe. 
The Paris church is quite a new ex ­ 
perience. say s the Rev . Mr. Sargent, 
a New Yo rk City nativ e. “ I spent 
mo st o f my time befo re wo rking in 
American, suburban, white, Pro tes­ 
tant co mmunities. It’s really so me­ 
thing to lo o k o ut o v er the co ngrega­ 
tio n o n a Sunday mo rning and see 
Africans, Orientals and Caucasians 
all wo rshiping to gether.” 
He said that the diplo matic, mili­ 
tary and business perso nnel who 
make up mo st o f the permanent 
membership o ften leav e things in the 
church sto rage space if they are 
called upo n to mo v e suddenly . The 
church's safe ev en co ntains sev eral 
v aluable silv er items left there at the 
start o f Wo rld War II and nev er 
claimed.

ago to obtain a booster injection at 
this time, Dr. Frank lin I).

This is p articularly recommended 
for those p ersons in the high risk 
group s: all p ersons suffering from 
chronic ailments and those over 45 
y ears of age. 
Influenza-vaccine is not distributed 
by the Illinois Dep artment of Public 
Health, but according to most recent 
rep orts, sup p lies are available from 
drug houses and p harmaceutical com­ 
p anies. All p ersons desiring immuni­ 
zation should contact their p hy sician, 
Dr. Yoder said.

rev enues cover the cost of transp ort- 
ting mail of these classes, Sen. Doug­ 
las rev ealed. 


Magazines, because of their weight 
and the v ery large number mailed, 
constitute most of the deficit in 
second-class mail, the legislator con­ 
tended. He said newsp ap ers made 
up the difference in the loss of op ­ 
erating from second-class mailings. 


The senator was most bitter about 
“junk ” mail and unsolicited adv er­ 
tising which goes as third-class mail 
and was carried at the $350 million 
loss last y ear. 


Adjustments 
Some adjustments were made in 
second and third class mail rates, 
along with raises in first-class and 
p arcel p ost rates, in the bill p assed 
in the last session of Congress. 


Sen. Douglas contended the ad­ 
justments were not high enough. He 
argued that all classes of mail should 
p ay enough p ostage to cov er the cost 
of transp orting p ieces sent. 


The dedicatory address was given 
by Donald L. Swanson, Arlington 
Heights, district director of the Chi­ 
cago Region of the U. S. Post Office 
Dep t., which includes Illinois and 
Michigan. 


Swanson said there are 2.295 p ost 
offices in the two-state region which 
emp loy about 65,000 and serv e a 
p op ulation of some 16.000,000. 


The regional director said it costs 
% billion dollars annually to op erate 
p ostal serv ice in the two states. 
This cost includes salaries, trans­ 
p orting mail and rent on buildings, 
such as the new Dix on Post Office 
for 
which 
the 
dep artment 
p ay s 
$24,000 annually . 


Swanson rev ealed p ostal emp loy es 
have increased from 150,000 in 1890 
to 585.000 today , but observed that 
some four times more emp loy es to­ 
day handle 16 times more mail than 
the dep artment did in 1890. 
In recent y ears, he said, volume 
of p ostal business has increased 6.7 
p er cent while the number of em­ 
p loy es has increased only 2.4 p er 
cent. 
He said these figures should con-1 
vince the p ublic that the dep artment 
does op erate efficiently . 
Noting changes, the regional direc­ 
tor recalled that 30 y ears ago. 10,000 
trains were used to transp ort mail 
while today only 1,400 trains carry 
mail. 
He noted an interesting sidelight 
that rural mail carriers trav el 1.5 
million miles p er day in the U.S. 
deliv ering mail to rural America. 
May or George Lindquist, in p re­ 
liminary remark s, said he hop ed the 
new p ost office would serv e as an 
imp etus to the continued up grading 
of the business district of Dix on. 
S. F. (Shorty ) Long serv ed as 
master of ceremonies and during the 
evening introduced Edward Jones, 
city attorney ; Arnold Sp angler, p res­ 
ident of the Dix on Chamber of Com­ 
merce; Tobias Barry , D-Ladd, and

Actually 
the fo o d price index since 1947-49 has 
go ne up o nly 23 per cent, co mpared 
to 34 per cent fo r ho using, 53 per cent! 
fo r transpo rtatio n, 46 per cent fo r 
rent. 
The ho usewife’s can o pener and 
o ther built-in maid serv ices hav e 
been the butt o f jo kesters and car-1 
to o nists who m we suspect are no s- 
talgic men lo nging fo r the kitchen 
v irtues o f their mo thers. The U.S. 
ho memaker do es buy time in the 
fo rm o f “ instant” and heat-and-eat 
fo o d in bo il-in-bag co ntainers. Such 
co nv eniences hav e reduced her daily 
fo o d preparatio n wo rk fro m fiv e and 
o ne-half ho urs to o ne and o ne-half 
ho urs, according to the U.S. Depart­ 
ment o f Agriculture studies. 
But the ho usewife need no t feel 
guilty . She can wo rk fo ur ex tra 
ho urs fo r 45 cents an ho ur and 
sav e $1.8 0, o r she can dev o te that 
time to her children, to co mmunity 
activ ities o r to keeping up with the 
wo rld. Furthermo re, co nv enience 
fo o ds hav e made it po ssible fo r 
many o f the nearly 25 millio n wo m­ 
en who wo rk o utside the ho me to 
ho ld jo bs. 
All because farmers continue to 
mak e giant strides. If our farms were 
no more efficient than the Russian 
collective farms where I’ve visited. 
20 to 25 million American industrial 
work ers would have to go back to 
the farm. Think what a dev astating 
blow that would be to our standard of 
living and our ability to match mis­ 
siles with the Communists. 
Our U.S. farmers continue to mak e 
giant strides. One hour of labor p ro­ 
duces more than four times 
as much 
food as it did in 1920. An acre p ro­ 
duces 65 p er cent more. Each breed­ 
ing animal p roduces 94 p er cent 
more. 
Farm 
labor 
efficiency 
in­ 
creased 5.5 p er cent p er y ear in the 
1950s comp ared with a 2.2 p er cent 
increase for U.S. industry . And since 
we’ll need much more food by 1975. 
and we have no more land—our 
farmers must be more efficient in the 
y ears ahead. 
Why are our farmers more effi­ 
cient? Why are our p rocessors doing 
a better job? The answer lies, I be­ 
lieve. in our free enterp rise sy stem, 
based on incentive. In our over-all 
government business climate those 
who render the most serv ice to the 
most p eop le at the most reasonable 
rate get the biggest rewards. 
But a free market eco no my is a 
strict disciplinarian. We may shed 
tears at the passing o f the co mer 
gro cery sto re o r the o ne-ho rse 
farm, but we kno w that the cheaper 
and better way o f do ing the jo b 
spells go o d fo r the citizens—and 
pro gress fo r the co untry . 
The 
Soviet 
dictators 
arbitrarily 
raised the p rices of basic foods lik e 
butter and meat by 25 to 30 p er 
cont recently . In the U. S. the citizen- 
consumer is k ing and sets the p rice 
by his vote at the mark et p lace. 
Are there any clouds on the horizon 
to this continued p rogress? Frank ly , 
y es! 
Farm efficiency is threatened by 
strict government controls. Prop osed 
farm laws would p ut a ceiling on our 
abundance and v ariety of food. It 
would tend to freeze farmers. The 
reason: An attemp t to shore up the 
farmer’s income, desp ite op p osition 
by most of the farmers who p roduce 
most of^ the food. 
In summary : 
What do es the 
“ fo o d and farm” pro blem mean to 
y o u? 
• To the housewife, who is now 
getting the biggest food bargain on 
earth: She must hop e that agricult­ 
ure continues to be free—and p ro­ 
gressiv e, or she no longer will have 
that bargain. 
• To the tax p ay er, who is now 
p ay ing towards a $6 billion farm 
budget annually : He must hop e that 
sanity returns to Congress before we 
standardize all our farms into medi­ 
ocrity , try ing to k eep farmers on 
the farm. 
• To the citizens concerned about 
the world battle against commu­ 
nism: Let’s not blunt one of the 
most useful weap ons we have—a free 
agriculture that can p roduce p ro­ 
digiously ! 
The American sy stem has p ro­ 
duced more food, more v ariety , and 
higher quality at 
a decreasing real 
cost to the consumer. This has been 
man’s dream since creation. 
It’s 
what billions on earth now long for. 
It’s what Communist dictators lik e 
Khrushchev would give their ey e 
teeth for. 
Let’s not fritter away our food 
success with government “farm p ro­ 
gram help ” that really hurts.

The Cuban controv ersy , continuing at steady pitch, Illustrates well 
the frustrations felt by many congressmen In matters of military and 
foreien policy . 
Any president naturally play s a commanding role In these fields, 
according to his constitutional responsibilities. 
The Congress, with much more limited authority in military and 
foreign m a tters, has watched with considerable anguish as ev ents la 
the past two decades hav e conspired to make such issues a larger 
and larger part of federal gov ernment activ ity . 
Congressional control of the purse strings once was thought of as 
an almost irresistible dev ice for ex erting at least some check by 
presidential policies in foreign and military fields. But this weapon, 
scholars of gov ernment agree. Is greatly weakened today . 
Lawmakers cannot hope to make sound critical Judgments of many 
technical details of the huge military budget They are often almost 
at its mercy . 
To ex press their frustration, they sometimes hack at it “ across the 
board." leav ing defense officials to work out new details. Or they may 
stubbornly v ote money for a pet project, like the RS-? # bomber, ov er 
ex ecutiv e opposition. Yet frequently defense officials counter by sim- 
ply not spending the money . 
Foreign aid is one target lawmakers can get In their sights, which 
may ex plain in part why it is subject to perennial budget attack. 
Bey ond such efforts, the most that congressmen and senators can 
do is try to influence policy by talk—sometimes loud, insistent, unre­ 
lenting talk. 
They don’t hav e to be ex perts to Jump bito the fray . For instance, 
of the three currently most critical of President Kennedy ii the Cuban 
matter, only one—South Carolina’s Sen. Strom Thurmond—is on a com­ 
mittee dealing with the armed serv ices. The others. Sen. Kenneth 
Keating of New York and Rep. Donald Bruce of Indiana, are not. 
The v erbal flailing about is wholly understandable in an era when 
Congress is hav ing a steadily harder time putting its imprint on foreign 
and military policy . 
Nev ertheless. In the nation’s Interest, the working out of frustra­ 
tions clearly must stop short of the Irresponsible charge and the un­ 
documented statement. Unhappily , this has not alway s been the case 
in recent weeks. 
CHICAGO POINTS THE WAY 
In Los Angeles. San Francisco, New York, Philadelphia and many 
another sizable city , “ double shifts” for elementary school children 
are still a commonplace. They are the sy mbol of classroom shortages 
chronic in numerous areas. 
Education officials across the country often point to such condi­ 
tions as one conclusiv e proof of the need for greater phy sical plant 
for the nation’s schools. 
A real milestone, therefore. Is the recent announcement In Chicago 
that that city ’s nearly 48 6.006 grade school pupils began the y ear’s 
second semester without double shifts and all students attending full 
time. 
It Is the first time since the Civ il War Chicago has been able to 
manage this. And it has brought it off despite an ll*y ear increase in 
school enrollment of 172.000 pupils. Last y ear the rolls were swollen 
by more than 25.000 additional. 
Somehow or other, despite all the burdens of cost and rising en­ 
rollment, Chicago in the last decade recorded 232 new and enlarged 
schools built or occupied. Most of the effort was financed by $200 
million in bonds approv ed by v oters.

Q—If I hav e (me drink oS whisky ’ 
while I am bowling I promptly be- 
come lightheaded and can’t bowl 
well. My teammates tell me I should 
see a doctor or a psy chiatrist as it 
is impossible to get this reaction 
from only one drink. Are they right? 
A—According to a committee on 
alcohol of the American Medical 
Association there is v ery little dif­ 
ference in the tolerance to alcohol 
amalg different persons. The ap­ 
parent 
difference 
in performance 
among persons of the same weight 
who hav e had equal amounts of 
alcohol, whether it be walking a 
straight line, driv ing a car. or bowl­ 
ing may be due to sev eral factors. 
An ex pert bowler, for ex ample, could 
lose about 50 per cent of his bowling 
skill due to drinking and still be a 
better bowler than a person who has 
little self-confidence in his bowling 
ability . 
Furthermore, a person who is 
used to drinking has learned how 
to counteract some of the effects 
of whisky . Another important fac­ 
tor is a person’s weight The con­ 
centration of alcohol in the blood 
would he lower in a heav y person 
than in a lighter one. It is this 
lev el of alcohol In the blood that 
counts. 
Also, a habitual drinker absorbs 
alcohol more slowly and eliminates 
it more rapidly than does a person 
who rarely takes a drink. Eating 
along with the drinking also slows 
the rate of absorption of the alcohol 
into the blood and this lessens the 
effect. 
My adv ice to y ou would be, if y ou 
bowl better without whisky , to skip 
the whisky until after the match is 
ov er. Don’t let others tell y ou how 
y ou should behav e to get the most 
out of life. Decide for y ourself. 
Q—What could cause blood in the 
urine after stoles hav e been found 
in th# bladder? 
A—Stones in the bladder often 
mean stones in the kidney s. This 
alone could account for y our finding 
blood in the urine. Other causes in­ 
clude tumors of the bladder or kid­ 
ney s (these may be benign or malig­ 
nant), acute inflammation of the 
bladder, tuberculosis of the kidney 
or bladder, and leukemia. 
Only a painstaking inv estigation, 
including X-ray s and looking into 
the bladder with a cy stoscope, can 
discov er the true cause and only 
when the causa is determined can 
y our doctor plan a course of treat­ 
ment. 
Q—I hav e alway s been the nerv ous 
ty pe. My hands hav e alway s shaken 
some but lately I hav e noticed my 
head shakes from side to side when 
I get upset. Is this nerv es and, if 
so, what can be done for them? 
A—From y our description I would 
suspect that y ou hav e the palsy . 
You should hav e y our doctor ex ­ 
amine y ou to make sure of the 
diagnosis. If it is all nerv es, he may 
want y ou to take a tranquilizer for 
a short time, lf it is palsy , other 
measures 
may be 
required.

Wash ington editors and newsmen 
not only receiv e copies of Rockefel­ 
ler’s speech es, of wh ich h e h as been 
making a lot, bu t ev en sch edu les of 
wh ere h e will be each week. 


In 1959 h e made h imself u npopu lar 
with a lot of Repu blicans by taking 
some cracks at th e Eisenh ower ad­ 
ministration. Th is time h e’s in re­ 
v erse. He’s been working ov ertime 
criticizing th e Kennedy adm inistra­ 
tion. 


Th is will not only endear h im to 
Repu blicans bu t, if h e keeps at it 
long enou gh and often enou gh , will 
giv e h im th e appearance of being th e 
party ’s spokesman. 


Criticisms 


Here are some of h is criticisms 
against th e Kennedy administration: 
It’s pu rsu ing an erratic foreign pol­ 
icy , it’s getting th is cou ntry into h ot 
argu m ents with its allies, th e U.S.

Bu t man y n ewsp ap ers an d p o liti­ 
cian s q u ickly p laced the blame o n 
Sp ain .

On Ap ril 19, Co n gress p assed a 
reso lu tio n declarin g Cu ba in dep en d­ 
en t an d directin g Presiden t McKin ley 
to u se fo rce to co mp el Sp ain 's with­ 
drawal fro m the islan d.

Sp ain lo st the war an d was fin ­ 
ished as a wo rld p o wer. The Un ited 
States emerged fo r the first time as 
a majo r p o wer. 


The Un ited States q u ickly gran ted 
Cu ba in dep en den ce 
an d began a 
clo se frien dship that lasted u n til 
Fidel Castro came to p o wer fo u r 
y ears ago . 


The crisis had been bu ildin g fo r 
mo n ths o v er measu res taken by 
Sp ain to su p p ress Cu ban rebels. 
Histo rian s say the Main e, co m­ 


missio n ed o n ly three y ears earlier, 
had been stan din g by in the Key 
West area sin ce Dec. 15 fo r p o ssible 
du ty in Cu ba. 


So it was n o su rp rise to her skip ­ 
p er, Cap t. Charles D. Sigsbee, when 
he go t o rders to head fo r Hav an a.
